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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . The election (restriction requirement) filed 1 1/16/04 has been fully considered 
and made of record. Claims 14-25 have been canceled by the Applicants. 

References Cited 

2. Nagarajan et al. (US 2004/01 88862 A1 ), lijima (US 2004/01 55358 A1 ), Tang (US 
2004/0016996 A1), and Chiu (US 6,784,535 B1) teach relating to a semiconductor 
package including a low dielectric constant (low-K), and an adhesive layer. However, 
the prior art(s) fail to teach and/or suggest having a low-K Si die; a thermal interface 
material couples a heat spreader to the back surface of the low-K Si die, wherein the 
thermal interface material has a thermal interface material modulus that is higher than 
or equal to 100 Mpa; and the adhesive has an adhesive modulus that is lower than or 
equal to 10 Mpa as set forth in the claimed invention.
